For the first time since Septemb er, 19 9 9 , there ceased 
to b e a menace of Nazi domination. 
Gen. Elsen­ 
hower told the invaders that their ncrompUshments 
In the first seveh days were b eyond his b right hopes 
Morale soared. 
The Impossib le b ed b een made 
possib le. 
The end of the war was in sight—not yet 
within reach b ut in sight. 
Millions were proud of 
the accomplishment they knew would b e one of the 
unforgettab le landmarks of the 30th century. 
They 
dared to look ahead to even greater aeeomptlehmenta 
growing out of the forthcoming dtefeat of Germany 
and Japan — to international cooperation, an era of 
pood will, even to universal and permanent peace. 
Surely these would not b e too much for men to a t­ 
tain If they would defeat the strongest comb ination 
of military powers In modem times. 
But the accomplishment that came to fruition on 
.rune *, 19 44, was not to b e the b eginning of greater 
things. Men’s minds were not ready for the greater 
thing» 
In Palestine, on June 6, 19 40, war was raging 
In the capitals of the world there was suspicion. 
It 
surely would not b e too long until the victors fell to 
fighting among themselves. They already were b ick­ 
ering, Just as they b ickered after Work! war I. thereb y 
making World war II a certainty. 


Ho w Co llective Can Bargaining Be? 
Two things ab out negotiations to keep the United 
States from b eing crippled b y a coal strike are ap­ 
parent at this stage of the game. 
One is the ab surdity of the negotiations b eing kept 
open b y a sue cession of court orders from Judge T. 
Alan OoWsb orough. 
The other Is the ab surdity of collective b argain­ 
ing for hundreds of thousands of citizens and hun­ 
dreds of employers b eing narrowed down to the hands 
of a few men whose decisions—“In * smoke-filled 
room”—have more effect on pub lic welfare than most 
of the decisions of the United States congress. 
In b oth respects the same question must come to 
the mind of the ob server: Is this what collective b ar­ 
gaining was intended to b e—t* this what lab or unions 
fought for? How collective can b argaining b e without 
ceasing to represent anything b ut the Judgment of 
a few individuals? 
Judge Golds b orough’s injunction has kept nego­ 
tiations open, b ut it does not guarantee anything more 
than the presence of the negotiators. 
There Is no 
assurance that they will “b argain 
In good faith 
The record suggests the contrary. 
It suggests that 
John U Lewis is interested chiefly In shutting out 
the southern operators, Hum forcing the southerners 
to fall into line. This may b e b argaining, b ut it looks 
more like Industrial warfare.

Special Care Fo r Expectant Mo thers 
By HERMAN N. BUNDE8 EN, M. D. 
To safeguard b oth herself and 
her b ab y, the expectant 
mother 
must take a good 
many 
special 
health measures during pregnancy, 
and few are more im portant than 
those needed to keep the b reasts in 
good condition. 
Painful b reasts not only interfere 
with the b reast feeding which is so 
essential to the b ab y’s well-b eing, 
b ut may also give warning of se­ 
vere Infection, detrimental 
to the 
m other’s health. 
Extra Care 
An infection of this kind is known 
as mastitis, and it is one of 
the 
things which an extra b it of care 
during pregnancy can prevent. In­ 
stances where precaution is espe­ 
cially necessary are those in which 
the nipples are retracted or pulled 
b ack into the b reast. Just why this 
happens is not definitely known b ut, 
whenever it does, there is a tendency 
for small cracks to develop around 
the nipples so that the germs can 
find entrance into the b reast tissues. 
It is suggested that, b eginning 
during the seventh month of preg­ 
nancy, glass nipple shields b e worn 
continuously. 
These 
art; kept an 
with a well-fitting b rassiere and can 
b e worn comfortab ly all day. Each 
night, during the last two months of 
pregnancy, the b reasts and nipples 
are massaged with an oil or liquid 
paraffin. After 
massaging, is nip­ 
ple is gently .squeezed with the fin­ 
ger and thumb to express a little 
of the fluid of the b reast known as 
colostrum. Lanolin may also b e em ­ 
ployed to soften dry nippies. 
The day after the b ab y is deliv­ 
ered. a supporting b reast b inder is 
worn. Every four to six hours, until 
the milk b egins to flow freely, the 
b ab y is allowed to nurse a t each 
b reast for a few minutes. 
Beginning on the second day after 
the delivery of the b ab y, the mother 
massages the b reasts and expresses 
some of the milk just b efore feeding 
time to help keep up the milk flow. 
In those instances in which the 
b reasts b ecome swollen due to con­ 
gestion, nursing is stopped tempo­ 
rarily and the b reasts are gently 
massaged b efore the b inder is put 
on.

Paint Is More 
Than Just Pretty 


Paint protects as well as b eauti­ 
fies if it is applied correctly . There 
are some facts all home owners 
should know ab out paint. 
tt should b e done in dry , coot 
weather with the temperature ab ove 
40 or b elow 90 degrees. Surfaces must 
b e clean and dry . Woods contam- 
lng pitch, oil or resin need a coat 
of sealer to prevent paint b leeding. 
Only cement-b ase paint can b e 
used on damp concrete, as oil- 
b ased paints 
need 
a 
thoroughly 
dried surface to arhere. Cleaner 
surfaces are maintained on b uild­ 
ings which can “wash” themselves 
If the use a paint that chalks slight­ 
ly . 
Rememb er that cheap paint is ex­ 
pensive and skimping wastes time 
and money . Buy reputab le paint, do 
not thin it too much or try to get b y 
with fewer coats than n / ommended. 
Hard dry ing paints cause cracking 
and peeling which exposes wood to 
the weather. It takes time and pa­ 
tience to get the right results in 
painting.

CLEVELAND, June 7 — It looks 
like steel price reduction* have Just 
about ended, the magazine Steel 
said today . 
The problem now u to hold the 
line where it is. said Steel, rather 
than cut prices any further.

Oreenwald, the second to be con­ 
victed in the current drive against 
bonus collectors, was found guilty 
on 10 counts filed against his in 
criminal information. He faces a 
possible sentence of one y ear im­ 
prisonment and a *500 fine on each 
count. 


Termite Danger 
Is Local Problem 
The danger of termites has been 
greatly exaggerated in many sec­ 
tions of the country . In others it is 
a real menace. 
Termites thrive in forest land 
where dead wood 
falls. However, 
they can and do attack houses with 
serious results. 
They build tubular runway s up 
foundations and into sills and gird­ 
ers. 
The best protection is a metal 
(usually copper) shield over the top 
foundation wall. It projects over 
the aides so tile “white ants" cannot 
get around it. 
Specially treated wood should be 
used at all points near the ground 
in sections infested with termites.

Basement 'Rumpus Room'

WASHINGTON — Ewan Clague, 
commissioner of labor statistics, said 
today that the country appears to 
be well started on its Mggest home 
building boom in history . 
He told a news conference that 
90.0C0 new homes were started in 
April. He said this was only 4,000 
less than the 1947 monthly peak 
which was not reached until Sep­ 
tember. 
* 
"If April’s trend Is continued," 
Clague said, “we should have the 
biggest home building In our his­ 
tory .*” 
Clague, 
the 
government’s 
top: 
statistical official, also said: 
\ 
1. Civilian employ ment is head­ 
ed for a new peacetime record of 
62,000,000 persons by next Septem­ 
ber. He said agriculture and con­ 
struction are exerting 
a 
greater 
than seasonal push. 
2.—The General Motors 
Corp. 
wage agreement with United Auto 
Workers (CIO)—ty ing wage rates to 
living costs—is "the most precise" of 
its kind. He said it may start a new 
era in the making of wage agree­ 
ments. He did not think that it will 
mean an immediate increase in 
prices generally . 
3. The consumer price Index will 
probably continue to rise slightly 
throu$i next November. This could 
be prevented by a 
drop in food 
prices, he said, but the Agriculture 


department has already indicated 
this not to be expected this y ear. 
Gdague reported, meanwhile, that 
average weekly earnings of factory 
production workers dropped in April 
to *51.56 
This was a 51 cents drop 
from the March figure The fall re­ 
sulted from a slight shortening of 
the work week to a flat 40 hours, 
steel shortages and the work stop­ 
page in coal mines, he said.

House Terminolog y 


r s a good Idea to know what 
y our architect, lawy er and builder 
are talking about. Misunderstand­ 
ings of terms can be costly , 
For example, If y ou want a bath­ 
tub set back into a nook—sunk Into 
the wall—y ou don't usk for a sunken 
tub. That would be a tub below the 
floor level. What y ou want is a re­ 
cessed tub 
When in doubt, ask questions. 
Borne 
terms 
explain 
themselves, 
such as door stop, stair tread, win­ 
dow light (a pane). Others can be 
tricky . 
Here is a partial list of terms 
y ou may encounter: 
ABSTRACT — Usually 
a sum­ 
mary of past ownership of y our 
land, including deeds, wills and le­ 
gal proceedings. 
AIR-CONDITIONING — Not al­ 
way s cooling; usually 
humidified 
forced warm air heating. 
APRON- A flat board of interior 
woodwork under a window stool. 
AREAWAY—An open subsurface 
space to allow light and access to 
a basement window. 
BAY—The space in a plan that 
is divided by columns of piers. 


BRIDGING — Wood or metal 
braces between floor Joists. 
CEMENT — Usually Portland ce­ 
ment, or the smooth finely textured 
surface created by It. Comparatively 
thin.

cdtUMBUS, J une 7—The newest 
method of financing municipal ex ­ 
penses In Ohio—the city payroll - 
Income tax —will be tested at the 
polls here tomorrow, 
' 
Columbus voters will ballot In a 
special referendum 
vote 
for 
or 
against this city’s one half of one 
percent levy. 
City officials warned that defeat 
of the Income tax will result in 
curtailment of police and fire pro­ 
tection, 
rubbish 1 collections, 
and 
similar municipal services. 
The Columbus tax started J an. 2, 
Since then, additional policemen and 
firemen have been hired. 
Toledo started the city Income tax 
plan In Ohio two years ago. 
Co­ 
lumbus was the second Ohio city to 
adopt the idea. Since then, Spring­ 
field has passed a levy — effective 
nex t month — and Youngstown’s 
city council is ex pected to approve 
an income tax this month. 
The 
plan also is being considered by 
many other Ohio cities. 
Legality of a city Income tax Is 
open to question. Some tax attor­ 
neys contend that the Income tax 
field Is restricted to the state un­ 
der its constitution. Pending a su­ 
preme court decision, however, cit­ 
ies may go ahead with Income tax 
collections and use the funds as a 
means of solving their economic Uls 
Individual tax payers are unable to 
secure refunds in the event such a 
tax Is declared unconstitutional. 
Election officials ex pect a light 
vote tomorrow—approx imately 40,- 
000.
